Editorial 
Why be Thankful 


On first glance, it doesn’t seem to be a good time to 
celebrate Thanksgiving. 
Each day, businesses are laying off workers and 
unemployment is expected to reach seven percent. 
We’re in the midst of a recession and the government 
doesn’t seem to be doing anything to bring us out. 
Food prices are skyrocketing and stock market 
prices are plummeting; crime is on the increase and 
there seems to be no end to labor strife ; homebuilding 
has ceased and what homes are available are virtually 
unaffordable. 
What is there to be thankful for today? 
You can be thankful for your health, your family, 
your home-be it house or apartm en t-your car, the 
beautiful weather, or something you probably took for 
granted until recently . .. the food on your table. 
In the hour it may take you to polish off that turkey- 
with-all-the-trimmings feast, close to 71)00 people will 
die of starvation. 
The United States of America has less than IO per­ 
cent of the world’s population, yet consumes more than 
35 percent of the world’s foodstuffs. 
You can be thankful for having the fantastically 
wonderful opportunity to live in the United States, 
where even if you don’t have a job, money, or “con­ 
nections,” you can still find a meal. 
The people living in the African Sub-Sahara Belt 
can’t do that, nor can those living in Bangladesh, 
Vietnam, Peru, or many other countries of the world. 
Traditionally, Thanksgiving honors the year of 1621 
when the Pilgrims were facing certain extinction in 
America. The year before, they lost half their colony of 
some IOO people during a bitter winter, and the ap­ 
proaching winter was expected to be no better. 
Had it not been for the generosity of native 
Americans-ancestors of the people who are now often 
treated as second-class citizens-we perhaps wouldn’t 
be here today to enjoy the fruits of this country. 
So, despite the troubled times in which we live (and 
when did anyone ever live in trouble-free times?), 
there’s plenty to be thankful for . . . food, medicine, 
shelter, friendship and a nation of compassionate 
people. 
The people of the Third World see only starvation, 
disease, death and deprivation. Their food is roots or 
fly-infested garb ag e-when they can find it--their 
shelter is an empty doorway with stone steps for a bed, 
and they have no friends-only 
competitors tor 
existence. 
Wouldn’t it be more meaningful if, instead of com­ 
plaining about sugar prices, we as individuals and as a 
nation would commit ourselves to sharing what we 
have with those who have not? 
Christ spoke of the rich man who ignored Lazarus, as 
he lay starving at the rich m an’s gate. Perhaps He is 
quietly whispering the same message to us now' in the 
growing awareness of the world food crisis. 
Perhaps the thought for this day. traditionally set 
aside to reflect on our bountifulness, should be what we 
intend to do about our modern-day Lazaruses. 
It could be that the true feeling of Thanksgiving lies 
in not only being thankful for our own bounty, but in 
imitating what happened in 1621 . . . sharing that 
bounty with others.

GAY HEAD, MARTHA’S 
VINEYARD, Mass. (UPI) - 
The Indian tribe who greeted 
the Pilgrims in 1620 and 
participated in the first 
Thanksgiving now wants to 
go to court to eject the town 
of Gay Head from 250 acres 
of “common lands.” 
Beatrice Gentry, president 
of the Wampanoag Tribal 
Council of Gay Head, an 
nounced 
the 
plan 
Thanksgiving Eve, saying 
the tribe would file suit in 
U.S. 
District 
Court 
in 
Boston. It was expected to be 
filed Friday. 
“ The non-Indians think 
that they should be able to 
use 
our 
land 
as 
their 
playground. We think non- 
Indians have taken enough 
Indian land ," said Mrs. 
Gentry. * 


She says the land in issue 
was part of the Gay Head 
Reservation until 1870 when 
t h e 
M a s s a c h u s e t t s 
Legislature approved the 


incorporation of the town 
and gave it property which 
includes the 250 acres. 
Mrs. Gentry says the 
action 
am ounted 
to 
wholesale theft of the tribe’s 
only asset. 
Attorney Thomas Tureen 
of Perry, Maine, who is 
counsel for the tribe, said the 
claim 
rests on 
the 
U.S. 
Indian Non-Intercourse Act 


Kansan and AWOL Army 
private from Ft. Hood. Tex.; 
and Karl Hilliard, 27, of 
Dallas.

ADDIS ABABA (UPI) — Deposed emperor Haile Selassie 
has agreed to turn over part of his vast fortune in Swiss bank 
accounts to the country’s new military rulers, diplomatic 
sources said today. 
They said the financial concession may have saved the 
emperor’s life. 
The military government, which executed 60 aristocrats 
and former officials last weekend, denied Beirut reports 
Wednesday that it planned to execute Selassie as well. 


Less Deaths Expected 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Travelers crowded airports, bus 
and train depots and highways Wednesday for the annual 
Thanksgiving exodus to grandm a’s house. The National 
Safety Council said there may be more to be thankful for 
than turkey and trimmings. 
The council issued its lowest estimate of highway deaths 
for the holiday period in the last six years. It said at least IOO 
more motorists are expected to survive the annual 
Thanksgiving holiday this year than last. 
The council nevertheless predicted between 525 and 625 
persons will be killed in traffic accidents during the holiday 
period. 


Bombers Strike 


LONDON (UPI) — Bombers using an old Irish Republican 
Army tactic struck in the heart of London’s mod fashion 
center Wednesday night on the eve of a government drive to 
outlaw the IRA. 
The extremists lured police and civilians to a residential 
street near King’s Road, birthplace of the miniskirt, with an 
initial explosion in a metal mail box. 
A follow-up bomb, hidden behind an iron grill near the mail 
box, went off 21 minutes later on Chelsea’s Tite Street, in­ 
juring nine policemen and four civilians. 


Layoffs Begin 


DETROIT (UPI) — For the 850,000 auto industry workers 
celebrating their four-day Thanksgiving weekend, today 
marked the start of new massive layoffs that will see nearly 
215,000 idled by Christmas. 
The F'ord Motor Co. and General Motors Corp. Wednesday 
added another 9,550 workers to the layoff lists that have 
grown sharply in the past two weeks because of slumping 
sales.

“ Santa Claus knows that to 
children, playing is the most 
serious thing in the world," 
Mrs. Bellon B Catlett. Collin 
County extension agent. 
said 
“ It’s their 
way of 
learning, experimenting and 
finding out about the world 
“ Because of this, play 
equipment should meet a 
child’s needs and fit his 
development at any given 
stage 
Children 
need 
a 
variety of toys-with variety 
in type more important than 
q u an tity .” she continued 
"To satisfy a child’s growing 
interests, include toys for 
active play, constructive 
play, imaginative play as 
well as social play. 
In general, the agent 
advised consumers to choose 
durable, 
safe, 
san itary , 
attractive play materials 
Also, ones that are easy to 
clean, versatile and simple 
in construction. 
“Select toys suited to the 
child’s development-ones he 
can handle by himself with a 
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minimum of adult super- 
vision--and 
when 
con­ 
sidering a toy, keep the 
child’s age in mind,” Mrs. 
Catlett stated. 
"As a rule, balls, bath 
toys, soft dolls and washable 
animals 
are suitable 
for 
infants. Children aged one to 
two 
y ears 
enjoy 
balls,

The display is the 
work of West Texas historian 
Ford Mitchell. 
“ A Pennsylvania dealer 
came across the newspaper 
and sold it to me three or 
four years ago,” Mitchell 
said. ‘‘It’s among some 250 
early historical newspapers 
I've been able to collect 
during the past decade of 
searching.” 
Also on display is a 1611 
Geneva Bible similar to ones 
brought to America by the 
Pilgrim s. Ford said the 
Bible was tran slated in 
Geneva by a son-in-law of 
John Calvin and printed for 
King 
Jam e s 
by 
Robert 
Barker. Barker later printed 
the first copy of the still 
popular King James trans­ 
lation of the Bible. 
Mitchell is creator of an 
18th 
Century 
American 
Heritage museum in Lub­ 
bock for the savings and loan 
collection. His own collection 
is also kept in the firm’s 
vault. 
“When we first purchased 
our copy of the Independent 
Chronicle, it was called to 
our attention because of the 
story next to President 
Washington’s Thanksgiving 
P ro clam ation ,” 
Mitchell 
said. 
“That story contained the 
first Resolutions and Acts of 
Congress. Tile Congress had 


opened March 4, 1789, and 
concluded in September of 
that year. On the other side 
was a story about the arrest 
and investigation of Capt. 
Paul Jones.” 
Mitchell is a native Texan 
who became interested in 
the 
history 
of 
his 
state 
because of the close ties 
between ancestors and early 
Texas 
happenings. 
He 
becam e 
interested 
in 
A merican history, as a 
collector, about 16 years ago. 
“ I think much of what 
President Washington said 
in his first 
Thanksgiving 
Proclamation still holds true 
for America today,” Mit­ 
chell said. “ It’s very im­ 
pressive, especially in light 
of the fact it can be read 
today with so much of it 
pertaining 
to 
current 
events.” 
Mitchell 
said 
the 
proclamation, as well as 
o t h e r 
W a s h i n g t o n 
docum ents, 
showed 
he 
believed in God and was a 
more religious person than 
many credit him for being. 
“ He, 
like 
Thomas 
Jef­ 
ferson, didn’t follow all of the 
traditions of religion and 
therefore 
many 
think 
of 
them as not being religious. 
But a study of their writings 
and life show they definitely 
believed in an alm ighty 
God,” Mitchell said.

Count that as a 
lucky day. You didn’t get

gots out of control My the 
time the fire department 
arrives the kitchen is in 
flames 
These are not isolated in­

against the gas stove One of 
the burners and the oven 
were on 
Her 
nightgown 
ignited. She died from the 
resulting burns. 
To help prevent s u h acci­ 
dents the Consume! Product 
Information ('enter is of­ 
fering a fact sheet called 
Kitchen Stove Safety 


In it, there is a list of 
dangers, plus tips on pur­ 
chase, use and maintenance 
if one is to prevent accidents 
Tips to follow when buying 
a stove: 
—Choose one with knobs 
difficult for children to turn 
on. 
-Check for controls you 
can reach without having to 
stretch over burners 
—If you buy an electric 
stove, make sure it has 


signal lights to warn when 
burners are on Make sure a 
gas stove has pilot lights for 
the burners and the oven. 
Safety rules to follow when 
using the stove: 
W ear 
t ig h t -fitt ing 
clothing. Loose sleeves are 
the cause of most clothing 
fires which start at the stove. 
Use 
potholders, 
not 
towels, to move pots. Towels 
could brush across a burner 
and catch fire. 


—Don’t hang curtains or 
dishtowels close to the stove. 
— If your oven has no pilot 
light, don’t turn on the gas 
until you have lighted a 
match Otherwise gas could 
accummulate and cause an 
explosion 
- Never 
use 
flammable 
liquids near a gas stove. The 
pilot light can easily ignite 
the vapors causing an ex­ 
plosion 
—Never use a small pan on 


a larger burner. The exposed 
part of the burner could 
ignite your clothing and the 
overheated pot handle could 
cause a bad burn. 
—Have the utility com­ 
pany check any suspected 
gas leak immediately. 
—Keep pilot lights lit. 
—Check 
controls 
on 
electric stoves to make sure 
they are off. A burner can 
still be on even though it is 
not red. 


With children around, 
don’t store cookies or other 
foods attractive to them over 
the stove. Otherwise they 
might climb on the stove and 
be burned.

Can Replace 


Sugared Ones 


NEW 
YORK

Have your visions of holiday 
sugarplums turned to sour 
grapes as sugar prices rise 
out of sight and sugar itself 
disappears from the shelves 
of supermarkets? 
Take 
advantage 
of 
nature’s own sweet foods, 
such 
as 
yam s, 
sweet 
potatoes and carrots. Sweets 
and yams make delicious 
pies, as generations of 
Southerners can tell you. 
And because the fruit sugar 
content of these potatoes is 
high, you need much less 
added sweetening than in 
pumpkin pie. In fact, you can 
use honey instead of sugar 
it has a special affinity for 
these 
vegetables 
and, 
measure for 
measure, 
it 
tastes sweeter than sugar. 
You can also use honey 
instead of sugar for candied 
yams. 
Incidentally, don’t shop for 
more sweet potatoes and 
yams than you can 
use 
within a few days. And store 
them in a cool, dry place 
but not the refrigerator —to 
prevent spoilage. 
The signs to look for in 
buying 
sw eets: 
a 
good 
shape, firmness, and bright, 
smooth, uniformly colored 
skins free from signs of 
decay. Just cutting away 
decayed or damaged spots 
may 
not 
help. 
The 
remainder of the potato may 
still taste bad even though it 
looks all right. 
Carrots also contain lots of 
natural fruit sugar —so 
much that they taste candied 
if you cut them into thin 
sticks or rings and cook 
them with a little butter or 
margarine and salt in a 
tightly covered, lightly oiled 
saucepan. Cook them in a 
shallow layer over low heat 
and stir occasionally, for 
about 20 minutes. For still 
greater sweetness, add a few 
spoonfuls of orange juice and 
a bit of grated orange rind 
during the last IO minutes or 
so. 
Some other sugar-saving 
ideas: 
Research has shown that 
most people use more sugar 
when they add it to cereal 
than is used per serving on 
presweetened varieties. If 
you find the latter too sugary 
for your taste, Aiix them 
with an equal aVnount of 
unsweetened cercal before 
serving or, with hot cereals, 
cooking and serving 
If your family likes sweet- 
and-sour main dishes, add 
mixed dried fruit to your 
favorite beef stew to both 
sweeten and thicken it 
Serve fried apple rings 
with pork or ham, and glaze 
them with honey or molasses 
instead of sugar. Or for 
slightly less sweet ones, cook 
a few spoonfuls of un­ 
sweetened apple juice or 
sweet cider to syrupy con­ 
sistency in the frying pan 
after you have removed the 
apples. 
Make your own gelatin 
desserts and salads with 
naturally sweet canned or 
bottled apple, pineapple or 
grape juice. Sprinkle one 
packet 
of 
unsweetened 
gelatin on one fourth cup of 
juice to soften. Bring one and 
three fourths cups of juice to 
a boil, pour it over the 
gelatin mixture and stir until 
no crystals can be seen. Chill 
until set. 
Apple 
juice m akes 
a 
particularly good base for 
perfection salad: chill the 
mixture uritil it is syrupy, 
stir in grated raw carrots 
and well-drained crushed 
pineapple and refrigerate 
until firm. 
If you use frozen pineapple 
concentrate 
instead 
of 
canned juice, be sure to boil 
it all before using it with 
gelatin

liberalize its policies to 
permit nonsugar sweeteners 
such as corn syrup. 
Many nutritionists are 
cheering developments such 
as these, since they contend 
Americans eat too much 
refined sugar.

A reader in Bartlesville, 
Okla., writes: 
“On buying cut up portions 
of chicken at the super­ 
market, as you well know, 
one can buy packages of 
drumsticks, backs, breasts, 
etc. But in this area, and I 
suspect 
nationwide, 
the 
thighs are not cut from joint 
to joint, but the back is split 
and a portion of it is sold 
attached to the thighs — 
although the package is 
labeled ‘thighs’ and priced 
accordingly, 
substantially 
more than the price of backs. 
“When I called this to the 
attention 
of 
the 
local 
Safeway 
manager 
he 
reacted like I was some sort 
of nut and pretended not to 
understand what I was 
talking about.” 
The practice of cutting 
chicken that way is not 
nationwide, although the fast 
food chains prefer those cuts 
since they make it look like 
you’re getting a bigger piece 
of chicken. 
In any case, if the package 
is not labeled “thighs with 
back,” or something similar, 
it is illegal, according to the 
National Broiler Council. 
The package is supposed to 
state clearly what is inside. 
And, the council adds, you 
should not be charged thigh 
prices when the piece is 
something else. The best 
way to check that out is to 
compare prices at another 
store for the thigh-only cuts 
and see if the version you’re 
finding in the first store is 
cheaper.

Tipping Less 


Say Waiters 


HOUSTON 
(UPI) 
- 
Recession fighters biting the 
bullet to end inflation ap­ 
parently also are gritting 
their teeth when leaving tips. 
“In hard times, the lowest 
employes are always the 
ones who get cut off first — 
that’s the American way,” 
said Samuel Whiting, 
an 
airport sky cap with 42 years 
of luggage toting experience. 
“The last five years, the 
general public has been 
cutting back on tipping. But 
now it’s getting worse —like 
back in the ‘30s. Your $1 
tippers are now giving 50 
cents, and your 50 cent 
tippers are giving 25 cents.” 
Dianne Allen, a cocktail 
waitress for six years, 
agreed that customers are 
increasingly less eager to 
part with more money than 
absolutely necessary. 
“The standard gratuity is 
supposed to be 15 per cent of 
the bill, but the majority of 
the time it’s not,” she said. 
“People expect good ser­ 
vice, 
but 
once 
they’ve 
relaxed and had their drinks, 
they’re not going to let go of 
money for the waitress.” 
A survey of several hotels 
and restaurants indicated 
consumers are cutting back 
on their nights out as well as 
tipping.

Take showers instead of 
baths.

Breathing Device 


During Delivery 


Lessens Damage 


By RICHARD P. JO N ES 
MADISON, Wis. (U P I) — 
A University of Wisconsin 
researcher believes fewer 
infants might suffer brain 
damage during birth if their 
mothers are given balloons 
or bag like devices to blow 
up during delivery. 
Doctors have known for 
almost a decade that heavy 
breathing by a frightened 
mother in labor can cause 
brain damage to babies but 
they don’t know exactly why. 
Dr. John Rankin says he 
believes he can explain the 
problem 
and 
suggests 


doctors include among their 
instruments a simple rubber 
balloon. He says it would 
restore a mother’s normal 
breathing pattern. 
Rankin 
and 
assistant 
Terry Phernetton have built 
a model which Rankin said 
shows that heavy breathing 
changes the acid content of a 
mother’s blood and prevents 
the flow of oxygen. 
Doctors have assumed 
infants were denied oxygen 
because of constriction or a 
snapping 
shut 
of blood 
vessels once the placenta or 
umbilical cord come under 


pressure. 
They 
have 
criticized natural child birth 
methods for causing part of 
the 
problem 
of 
heavy 
breathing. 
or 
hyper­ 
ventilation. 
Rankin, 37, an Australian- 
born physiologist, said his 
model 
consists 
of 
two 
masses 
of 
fine 
rubber 
capillaries and tubing that 
resemble the placenta and 
the lungs of the mother and 
child. All this is contained in 
a large glass container. 
Air is pumped into the 
container and blood into the 
tubing and capillaries to 


simulate normal operation 
of the lungs, according to 
Rankin. 
To simulate a frightened 
mother’s heavy breathing, 
more oxygen is pumped into 
the container. Rankin said 
this 
lowers 
the carbon 
dioxide pressure in the blood 
and it becomes more acidic. 
Once the blood is less 
acidic, oxygen carried by the 
hemoglobin or 
red blood 
cells is bound much tighter 
and the tightly bound oxygen 
cannot 
pass 
through 
the 
placenta to the fetus. The 
condition 
is 
known 
as 


alkalosis. 
When it occurs, Rankin 
said, doctors should give the 
balloon to the mother. By 
having the woman breathe 
into a balloon or air bag, and 
rebreathe what was exhaled, 
doctors could restore a 
normal breathing pattern. 
“ You’ve got to slow them 
down some,” Rankin said. 
“ It’s very simple.” 
He said many people have 
experienced alkalosis. 
“ When a boy is trying to 
swim the length of a pool 
underwater, he’ll hyper­ 
ventilate before going in.

Still Fear 


Terrorism

NEW YORK (U P I) — A l­ 
though its been only two 
years since the massacre of 
the Israeli althletes at the 
1972 
Olympics, 
the 
organizers of the 1976 games 
are still fearful the blood- 
drenched flag of terrorism 
may wave again. 
“ If someone wants to shoot 
a guy who crosses the finish 
line first, he will,” said 
Geoffrey Mason, the director 
of ABC’r coverage of the ’76 
games at 
Montreal and 
Innsbruck, 
Austria. 
“ And 
that can happen no matter 
how much security you have 
on the field. 
“ But after 
the Munich 
shootings, the International 
Olympic Committee began 
to 
rethink 
its 
security 
problems and has sought the 
advice of the key security 
organizations around the 
world —the F B I, Interpol, 
etc. The committee is now 
trying to 
find 
the 
most 
logical 
way 
to 
provide 
security without injuring the 
beauty of the games.” 
Mason, 34, said one of the 
means devised to increase 
security is to build moats 
around the stadiums and 
underground passages for 
the athletes. He also said 
there 
would 
be 
added 
detachments of plainclothes 
police. Other precautions 
will not be disclosed. 
“ But above all, they don’t 
want the games to look like 
an armed camp,” he said. 
Despite the passage of 
time, the memory of the ’72 
games 
is 
stamped 
on 
Mason’s mind. He and his 
ABC cameras were billeted 
near the Israelis when the * 
band of Arab terrorists 
struck. Those athletes who 
weren’t killed or who didn’t 
escape the attack were taken 
hostage by the terrorists. 
They in turn were trapped by 
German security forces. 
The world then tuned in on 
the 
ensuing 
theater 
of 
threats and demands by the 
commandos. Much of it was 
televised until the com ­ 
mandos tried to make a 
bizarre getaway and in the 
process killed all 
their 
hostages. 
“ I wasnit struck by any 
lack of security at Munich,” 
Mason said. “ I really didn’t 
think Munich was wide open. 
The whole thing was so 
unexpected, so well-planned. 
They observed a weak link 
and decided to go through 
with the attack.” 
Mason now jets back and 
forth to Austria and Canada 
preparing for the ’76 games. 
But after Munich, he didn’t 
think the task would 
be 
enjoyable again. 
“ I had a sort of mental 
collapse after those games,” 
he said, 
“ and for 
many 
months I was very down on 
the Olympic movement. This 
was just another horrendous 
example of the bad aspects 
of the Olympics. 
“ But the older I get, the 
more detached I get, and 
now I think there is no 
reason to hide our head. We 
should keep going and try ag 
best as we can to present the 
beauty of the games. 
“ Walking 
through 
the 
I 
Olympic Village is one of the 
' 
really 
rewarding 
ex­ 
periences of my life. It’s a 
I 
convocation of the youth of 
the world and a unique op- 
I 
portunity for world under -

standing. I really love the

N EW YORK (U P I) - Al­ 
though in American homes 
most rooms customarily 
have a function that makes 
them unique, doubling or 
tripling on this function can 
add to livability in event of a 
space squeeze.

The master bedroom often 
can serve as a sitting room 
where parents can get away 
for 
quiet 
conversation, 
reading or TV watching. A 
desk can make it a good spot 
for 
letter 
writing 
or 
household accounts. 
In a 
good sized room, a little 
planning can create a nook 
for sewing or other hobby 
where work in progress need 
not 
be 
constantly 
in­ 
terrupted. 
Children's bedrooms can 
serve for play and study as 
well, with proper furniture 
and 
decoration.

traditional bedroom “ sets” 
seldom 
work 
well 
for a 
multipurpose room. Bunk, 
trundle or studio beds that 
free floor space and double 
as seating, combined with 
sectional furniture, offer the 
most possibilities.
